Claims 24-39 are directed to isolated nucleic acid molecules encoding a specific 
human kinase comprising ; a transcript or cDNA sequence that encodes a polypeptide 
having SEQ ID NO:2, SEQ ID NO:1, nuclotides 103-2271 of SEQ ID NO:1, a nuclotide 
sequences having 95% identity to SEQ ID NO:1, a nucleotide sequence having 95% 
identity to nucleotides 103-2271 of SEQ ID NO:1 and a nucleotide sequences that is 
completely complementary to any of said sequences, vectors and host cells comprising 
said molecules and methods of expressing said molecules. 
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Claimed molecules as specifically claimed are free of prior art. Further the prior 
art does not teach or suggest preparing such specifically claimed molecules. Hence 
said molecules are also non-obvious. Since claimed molecules are both novel and non- 
obvious, vectors and host s comprising said molecules and methods of expressing said 
molecules are also novel and non-obvious.
